convulsions of the friends of
‘the decensed, discolomed fare
of the dead, the widow's
weeds and the solemn obre-
quies present all the pains
and terrors that death pos.
‘Meses. Men too often forget
in contemplating the dread
Monster that God hasarmed
nil his srervants with forces
that disarm death and ex-
tracts the dreaded sting.
Stoir philosophy has lifted
the black vell from death’s
ubiding place, und given to
the weakest possessions of
the mind the power to mate
and master the fear of death.
Therefore, death 18 no such
terrible enemy when a man
hath so inany attendants a-
bout him that ean win the
combat for him. Revenge tri-
umphs over death; Love
slights it; Grief fleeth to it.
And Seneca adds that 4 man
would die though he were
neither yaliant or miserable
only upon weariness to do
th2 same thing so oft and
over and over, Who, myv
brethren of the bar, I ask in
the light ot thecharacterand
services to the State and hu-
manity of our dead brother,
Judge Greene, can say that
a mind fixed, and bent upon
the loftiest conceptions of
man’s duty in a high place
like his is not in a large ineas
ure freed romn the terrors ol
death? We all know that he
that dies in earnest pursuit,
i8 unconscious of the hurt.
Those gifted young wen of
promise, Worth Bagley and
Lieut. Shipp, who left this
world in a rapid survey of
Jordan’s banks to find a
crossing place, smashed the
mailed monster that presides
over Jordan's chilly waters
with two God-like wirtues,
the highest human resolves
and the hot porsuit of wor-
thy ends and expectations,
Yes "tis a blessed prerogative
that the Creator hasgivento
man that in the pathof right
eousness and lofty aim there
are attendants he can sum-
mon on the last battle field
to mate and match death,
To the man who dies right,
death has this glorious nt-
tendant, it openeth good
~4ame and extingunishes envy.
But as an excellent musician
eannot utter himeelf upon a
defective instrument, 8o
death in ite second kind of-
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ﬂmu eaniot open good lnm»
Anor extinguish eriticism in »

man withnul_ the traitsofno-
bility of character, Evil
fame deserved is blneker than
death, and death .cannot re-
duce a mountain of human
follev. Indeed there ix a lin-
gering hving d+ath more to
be deended than the destrae-
tion of the body. Who can
imagine a greater ealamity,
greater pain than that which
overtnkes a man "wh o
though living, doth follow at
the funeral of his own repu.
tation, **Tis not length of
days but the goodness of
them that makes a gieat life
and destroys death.” Our
dead hrother, Judge Greene,
enme very near indeed, com-
ing up to the highest stand-
ard of the christian philogo-
pher's idea of the greatest hife.
The Inst years of that life on
earth were thégreatest, No,
in no sense did Judge Greene
follow the funeral of his own
reputation,

Let me trace him as he con
stantly advances up the lad-
der of human greatness until
the dissolution of that mateh-
less form took him away
from us. He was a splendid
soldier in the Confederate
army. I first met him in Ral-
eigh, as a member of the
House of Representatives n
1874. He wasadmitedly the
best looking and yonngest
member there. He stepped
ap to the front rank of s
profession as an advocate in
the cawe of state vs. Douglas
Dixon, tried in this court
room beforeSevmour, Judge,
and a jury at fall term 1833
of this court. This was one
of the greatest criminul trials
of Western North Cuarolina,
The prisoner was a young
man of only 17 summers, He
lived in the country about
two miles from Jefferson, At
a social party given by Mrs.
Hardin Christmas, Dixon at
her instunce was a guest., A
difficnlty sprang up between
Dixon and one of Jefferson’s
most promising young men,
a Mr. Gentry, in which Gen-
try was elain, it wascharged,
by Dixon. The solicitor was
assisted atthetrial by Messrs
Neal, Todd and Judge Armn-
field. The defense, by Megars
Greene, Folk and mysell.
Gireene was the youngest law
yer engaged in the cause, He
reluctantly consented at the
urgent solicitation of Col.
Folk dnd myself, to address
the jury., It was a masterful
argument. Lt is questionable
whether it has ever been ex-
celled in this court room.
Judge Armfield and Col, Folk
were easily among the very
greatest lawyera of the Sti:te,
They were the kings of the
court room. They were much
impressed with the young
barrister, and charmed, as
were all who heard him, with
the skill which he displaved
in presenting the prizoner's
theory of deferce. und his ais
closure of the rarest gifts as
an adyocate and orator, The
cause of the State received
such A blow trom his master
hand that it never recorded
and there was a verdict of
acquittal after a few minutes
dehberation by the jury.

But it is of Greene as a
judge that his greatest qual

itiem of head and heart
shown brightest, Thatjudge
has worn the jndicial ermine
most worthily who employs
the best resonrces that tend
“to prepare hm way to juet
jndgment, as God used to pre
pare His way by raising val-
leys and taking down hil's.”
Lawyers are invaluable aux-
ilinries to the court nnd the
administration of justice. By
their resenrch and learning
they should always be finger
hoards pointing the way to
judgment and thus strength-
en the loins that mak® atea-
dy the seat of justice, Yet,
my brethren, it often hap-
peneth that combinations
power, cunning advantages
and great counsel may shake
the lions of the temple of jus-
tice. And there are some of
the hills that the implied
thought suggests should be
taken down that the judge
may place his jndgment up-
on the even ground of right-
eousness and justice, That
Judge Greene should have
worn the judicialermine with
that grace and dignity whiech
gilenced all criticism proves
the possession by him of the
noblest qualities of head and
heart. The shicld of Hercu-
les would smash any pigmv
upon whom it might have
heen placed, The judicial er-
mine lost none of its attrac-
tions while it rested on the
shoulders of our dead friend.
In fuet hie great life on the
hench wrenched expressions
of approval from unwilling
lips! 1 was in the convention
that nominated himn for Su-
perior Court Judge. He was
educated in the common
schools and at Cumberland
College, Tenn.

The late Harvey Bingham,
under whom he was trained
for the legal profession, re-
marked when informed of his

nomination that “Green ¢

would make asplendid judge.
As anintimate persronal
friend and his instructor ara
law student, T have been
brought into the most inti.
mate contact with him, Tle
more you know of Greenpe
the greater he is. He has
greater native capaeity than
any man I ever knew. I pre-
diet a gloriousfuture for him
if called to that high affice.”
Never was prophecy more
fully realalized. Greene at
once knew that patience and
grayity of hearing wereessen
tial points of justice. 1 agree
with the old writers, thatthe
parts of a judge in hearing
are three—to direct the evi-
denee in moderate length,
repetition or impertenency
of epeech, select and collute
the inaterial points of that
which hath been said and to
give the rule or sentence, All
above this is too much and
proceedeth either of vain glo
ry and willingness to speak,
imputience to hear or want
of a staid and equal atten-
tion. He knew and illustra-
ted in his lite on the hench
that un oyer-spenking judge
was a deformed thing:

It was my pleasare once to
appear before Judge Greene
in Catawba Superior Court
in a great criminal cause,
Two men were indicted for
murder, Each tried to fix
the crime on the other, and

one of the persons was a 8on
of the deceased, which gave
pecaliar interest to the case.
The court room was erowd-
ed for three days. There was
the most perfect silence du-
ring the entire trial. At one
time a little whisperingin the
coart room hehind the bar
attracted the attention of
the Judge. He raised his
head and a flash of his large,
fplendid eve, the wisdom of
his grent soul, accompanied
with Sthree gentle tappings
with a lead pencil and abso-
Inte order was restorea, His
administrative ability com-
manded the admiration ol
the oldest practitioners. He
aid less talkingexcept in giv-
ing the rule and sentence of
the conrt at theend of a tri-
ni, than any judge [ have ev-
or prasticed before. His ea-
pucity to concentrate all the
powers of his mind on any le
gal proposition and to give
staid attention to the argu-
ments of counsels in"their
atrugeles nt the bar, wns a-
mong his chief excellenvies as
n jndge.

The office of Superior Court
Judge in North Carolina is
the greatest office in the He-
public. I had rather be a
indge with the ability to per
form satisfa~torily the fune-
tions of the high office than
to be Presidenit of the United
States, It is the bestlaw col
lege in the "world. A young
lawer on the bench with su-
perb natural capacity will
foon become a Saul among
his travellers here below. He
wns a sozial magpet of no
mean qualities, As a conver-
sationalist, he was as attrae
tive as this perfect picture,
(holding a large portrait of
Judge Greene in his hand)
whicl: has canght his matzh-
less form. That whichis more
comforting than all, Greene
died right. Judge Gaston wus
engaged in active sociul con-
versation with a group of
friends in the room in the
State Capitol one evening.
Nextmorning he was a corpse.
His biographer -proclaimed
it to the world that “(Gaston
died right,” From robust
health and buoyant spirits
he plunged into the chilling
waters of death. The passage
was quick, from hot life to
cold, dnll death, like one lea-
ping into an icy pool,

Judge Greene was born 1n
(aldwell county Nov. 11, '45.
He fought the battle of life
until Nov. 2., ‘98, at 11 o’-
clock, a. m. Like Gascon, he
spent the evening of the 1st
of Nov. in his office heated
up to its ntmost comfort, to
the late hour of 10 o’cleck in
the soriety of a party of his
warmest social and politieal
friends—Messrs Hodges, the
two,Blackburns, J. L. Hayes
und others. Mrs, Greene vis-
ited mm at his office at that
honr., He had been afflicted
with asthma, and feeling
somewhat the inconvenience
of that malady, expressed a
preference tostay in his com
fortable office with a faithiul
uttendant the remainder of
the night, so that she might
not bedisturbed, with a prom
ise to inform her should he
grow ill she retired tor the
night: Next morning at 6 o'-
clock Mrs. Green hastened o

her humsband’s bed only to
find bim in an unconscious
state. She at onceexerted her
self to the application of res-
toratives, oil, liniments and
rubbing the body. *‘Let me
lift you up,"” fell from her lips
to which there was a quick
response 1n feeble accents:
“Don’t worry yourself, Mat-
tie, you will hurt yourself.”
Mrs. Green, attendant and
the physician did all in their
power to avonse and restore
the sinking man until a few
minutes before 11 o’clock,
when the great svul of Lean-
der Lawrence Greene broke
its fetters and sped 1ts way
to the eternity beyond. The
last throb of affection that
his heart felt was thus ex-
pressed, said the stricken wife:
“Do vou know me?”’ “Yes,
yes, Mattie,”

My brethren of the bar, it
appears that theattaipments
of exalted power, love of do
minion over property and all
to which great minds aspire,
are lost sight of in death,
and the claims thnt a wife's
love for her husband has up-
on him are recognized in his
last gasping expression ‘Mat
tie." Tnke Greene all overand
he was inde2d a Saul in our
midst. An ancient legend fit-
ly presents the end of this
great lite. The India fig tree
having grown to the period
of fruirage is said to let its
branches all fall down to the
earth whereof she conceiyes
again and then becomes the
root of their own stalk. To
man having derived his being
from the earth first lives the
life of the tree, drawing his
nourishment as a plant nntil
made ripe for death he tends
downward and issown again
in his mother earth but re.
ceives a quickening for t he
eternal life, Incontemplation
of his entire character and
the hopes of resurrection the
acquaintances and friends of
our dead brothershould take
pleasurein applauding and ex
tolling his virtues, The wid-
ow may well lift nside her
weeds and the daughters
proud of the many excellen-
cies of their illustrious ances-
tor bid sorrow turn to joy,
and with us here applauod his
virtues, not that the cold,
dull ear can catch the ac-
cents that applaud theliving
virtues of Judge Greene.

“Alike are life and death,
When life in death suryiyes,

And his interrupted breath
Inspires ten thousand lives.
